CHARGES STEAL — 
OF RIVER FRONT. 


Attorney General Hamlin 
Files Suit to Recover Prop- 
erty He. Estimates 


at $200,000. 


BIG INTERESTS AT STAKE. | 


Would Oust Railways from the 
Made Strip Lying Between 
Adams and Van Buren 
Streets. 


Chicago River frontage to the estimated 
value of $200,000 has been stolen from the 
State, according to a bill filed in the Cir- 
cult Court yesterday by Attorney General 
H. J. Hamlin. . | 

In the suit brought by the State the Penn- 
sylvania, the Burlington, the Alton, and the 
St. Paul railways are said to be occupying 
illegally made lands and the court is asked 
to oust them. It also is demanded that the 
defendant railway companies. restore the 
river to its original width of 195 feet, which, 
if the State succeeds in its suit, will mean 
that the railways not only must relinquish 
claim to the valuable frontage, but must ex- 
pend a big sum in clearing away the made 
lands which they are occupying. 

The lands in question extend from Adams 
to Van Buren streets and have an average 
width of ninety-five feet. They are occupied 
by tracks, docks, and freight aouses. 


Drainage Board a Defendant. 

Besides the railroads mentioned, the Adams 
Express company, which has its depot on 
this made ground, and the Sanitary District 
are designated as defendants to the suit. 
The Sanitary District figures as a defendant 
by reason of the fact that it has constructed 
and maintains two by-pass canals under the 
Pennsylvania company’s tracks. 

The drainage trustees, however, are pleased 
to acknowledge the Attorney General’s peti- 
tion and want the property vacated so that 
the river can be restored to its original width 
and thus overcome a problem the board 
long has been trying to solve. 

The Attorney General, in his petition, de- 
clares the encroachment to be an obstruction 
and a nuisance in the river and an injury to 
navigation, besides preventing the Sanitary 
District from complying with the law rela- 
tive to the discharge of 300,000 cubic feet 
of water a minute from the river into the 
drainage canal. 


By-Pass Under Tracks. 


Under representations that the Pennsyl- 


Drainage board entered into a contract with 
it for the right of way for a by- » and the 
Attorney General says this also is an obstruc- 
tion. 

Then he asks that the defendants be ousted, 
that they be made to dig out and cart away 
the strip of land described, and restore the 
river from Adams to Van Buren streets to 
its original width. 

The State contends that its suit is brought 
in the interest of sanitation and the success 
of the canal and of every industry located 
along the river, that depends on navigation. 

It has been held by vessel owners that with- 
out widening the river a flow of water re- 
quired by law for the canal will create such 
a current as to prevent the passage of large 
boats. 

Big Interests Involved. 

While the Pennsylvania company is said 
to be the principal offender, the Burlington, 
Alton, and St. Paul each has switch tracks, 
sidetracks, docks, and buildings of various 
kinds located on the land involved. The 
Pennsylvania’s principal freight depots, 
docks, coal chutes, and sheds, as well as 
nearly all its tracks, would have to go in 
event the State succeeds. 

In his brief, which is accompanied by maps 
showing the river, the strip of so-called nuis- 
ance, and surrounding territory the Attor- 
ney General says: 

“There is substantially thirty-five miles 
of dockage on the river and its branches, in- 
cluding slips or short canals, while in 1900 
14,426 vessels passed in and out of the 
river into Lake Michigan, with a total of 
9,266,082 tons of freight. These vessels had 
an average length of 375 feet, 46 feet 
beam, and drawing 17 feet of water. 

** Navigation of the river has continued in 
substantially the same manner, but the diffi- 
culties of navigating the river are continually 
increasing.” 

Canals Imperative Need. 

After reciting the act creating the Sani- 
tary District and the work of constructing 
the drainage channel, which was completed 
two years ago at a cost of $35,000,000, the 
State’s lawyer then contends that it is neces- 
sary,-in order to make the canal a success, 
that the South Branch of the Chicago River 
be cleared and Kept clear of all obstructions 
so that the district may secure the necessary 
flow of 300,000 feet a minutes. 

It is shown that both the Secretary of War 
and the State of Lllinois gave the Drainage 
board permission to connect the canal with 
the river, but they stipulated that such a 
quantity of water should not be permitted to 
flow into the drainage channel as would 
cause a current in the river in excess of one 
and one-quarter of a mile an hour, 
current that should be obstructive to navi- 
gation. 


Railroads to Fight Back. 

The attorneys for the railways intimated 
last night that the suit would be fought to 
a finish. One of them ,who would not allow 
the use of his name, said: 

‘The railroads will prove that their title 
to the land is clear. Why, only a few days 
ago the Drainage board went into executive 
session—in itself an unusual proceeding—to 
discuss the purchase from the Pennsylvania 
company of certain lands involved in the 
suit filed yesterday. The price asked by 
the railroad was considered too high by the 
board, and it was decided to secure the land 
through condemnation proceedings. The 
Drainage board has legal advisers who must 
have looked up the railroad’s right to the 
land, and if there had been any flaws the 
board would not have considered the prop- 
osition to buy.”’ 

Real estate experts say that the value of 
the land is much greater than $200,000, the 
amount stated by Attorney General Hamlin. 
Were a clear title possible, some of them de- 
clared last night, the land easily would be 
worth $1,000,000. or perhaps more, 

“The river frontage at issue is doubly 
valuable,” said one real estate man, “ be- 
cause it combines accessibility to the rail- 
roads with a near approach to the harbor. 
I am not prepared to say just what the land 
is worth, but I'm sure that Attorney General 
Hamlin’s estimate is moderate."’

SOLVES HALF A MYSTHRY. 


INSANE WOMAN, LUCID A MO. 
MENT, REVEALS IDENTITY. 


Word “Danning” Brings Her to Con- 
sciousness and as a Result Her Hus- 
band Finds Her—She Had Gone from 
Home with Her 6-Year-Old Child, 
Who Is Still Missing—Efforts to 
Bring Out Information on This 
Point Fruitiless. 


A patient's lucid moment during her trial 
in the Detention Hospital for the Insane yes- 
terday solved one riddle, but only served to 
deepen another mystery that is puzzling the 
police of Chicago. 

‘Agnes Gesell, wife of Frederick Gesell, 
1007 West Adams street, who with her 6- 
year-old child Henrietta, disappeared from 
their home ten days ago, was found by the 


husband in the hospital just after she had 


been adjudged hopelessly demented. 


The wherabouts of the child taken by the 
mother remains unknown and last night the 
police of the West Side were instructed to 


make especia] efforts to locate her. There 
are fears that she may have been killed, but 
no information can be obtained from the 
insane mother. 


Dressed for a Journey. 

Gesell is proprietor of a market at 1015 
West Madison street. While in his place of 
business on May 12 he was surprised by a 
visit from his wife, who was accompanied 
by their little daughter. Both the mother 
and the child were dressed as if for a jour- 
ney, and the woman informed her husband 
that she was about to visit relatives in the 
suburbs, and might not return for several 
days. 

Surprised by the sudden announcement, 
Gesell tried to dissuade her from her purpose. 
A slight quarrel followed, and Mrs. Gesell 
hastily left the place, asserting that she 
would not return home. Neither woman nor 
child appeared at the house during the week 
and Gesell, alarmed at their absence, began 
an investigation. 

He visited the houses of all the relatives 
and friends of his wife, but at none could a 
trace of the missing woman be found.: Pri- 
vate detectives were then called in, but they 
were unable to get any trace of the woman's 
place of concealment. Hoping each day that 
she would return, Gesell refrained from seek- 
ing the aid of the police. 


Gave Name of Agnes Fay. 
Yesterday he was summoned hastily to 
the Detention Hospital where an unknown 
woman, giving the name of Agnes Fay, was 


being examined as to her sanity. On May 20. 


this woman had been found wandering about 
the vicinity of Adams and Sangamon streets 
and had been taken to the Frances Willard 
Hospital, 167 South Sangamon street. - 

To questions concerning her identity or 
home an incoherent reply was given. She 
only said tlt her name was Agnes Fay and 
that she had no friends in the city. After 
the police had failed to locate any acquaint- 
ance through descriptions of the woman 
which they sent out, she was removed to the 
Detention Hospital to be tried. 

After short examination yesterday she 
was adjudged insane and ordered to be 
committed to Dunning. As the word “ Dun- 
ning "’ was uttered the woman arose in her 
seat, and cried out: = 
sorry, tell him to come.’’ 

‘Fred? What is the other name?’ asked 
Dr. Hunter of the hospital. 

‘* Fred Gesel, 1007 Madison street,”’ was 
the answer of the patient, who apparently 
for the moment had regained her mental 
power. 

Relapses Into Insanity. 

Gesell Was sent for at once, but before his 
arrival the woman had relapsed into her 
former condition, and all his questions and 
endearments failed to bring a look of recog- 
nition to hereyes. The name of her daugh- 
ter was repeated, but without effect, and 
only after the physicians in charge had as- 
sured the grief-stricken father that his ef- 
orts were in vain did he go away to notity 
the police about the child. 

In spite of a search made by the police last 
night no clew has been found that would 
show the wanderings of the woman during 
her insanity or indicate her disposition of 
her daughter. The child is described as hav- 
ing light hair and being neatly dressed in a 
short and light colored skirt, with black 
shoes and hat. 


SEVEN HUNDRED CRIMINALS 
IN WOMAN’S DESCENDANTS. 


Remarkable Statistics Found in Look- 
ing Up Records of 800 Members of 
One Family—Trials Cost $3,000,000. 


New York, May 22.—[Special.J—What one 
criminal can do toward making the world 
more wicked was shown today in statistics 
presented at the annua! convention of the 
New York County W. C. T. U. One of the 
delegates gave the record of the family ofa 
woman of criminal tendencies who died in 
1827. but whose name was not disclosed. 

‘* Her descendants have been traced,’’ con- 
“They number &00. 
Seven hundred were criminals, having been 
convicted. at least once. 

“Thirty-seven were murderers and were 
executed for their crimes. 

‘This family,” the speaker concluded, 
‘* has cost the nation $3,000,000 for trials and 
executions.” 


CIRCUS SPECTATORS HELD 
DOWN UNDER BURNING TENT. 


Storm Levels Canvas During Perform- 
ance and All Within Are Injured 
During Panic That Follows. 


Ridgeway, Pa., May 22.—During a severe 
rain and windstorm tonight John Robinson's 
circus tents were blown down upon a large 
audience. Immediately after the collapse 
of the tents the canvas caught fire from 


gasoline lights, and while the struggling 


people were trying to get out of the trap in 
which they found themse'ves fire, wind, 
rain, and fright added to the prevailing con- 
fusion. Nearly everybody in the tent was 
bruised. Nobody was killed.

George D. McLaughlin, Ware- 
houseman, May Die; His 
Wife Is Painfully. 
Injured. 


ACCIDENT NEAR THE FORT 


Two Are Driving in Their Run- 
about When the Horse Be- 
comes Frightened and . 
Uncontrollable. 


George D. McLaughlin, senior member of 
the firm of Wakem & McLaughlin, ware- 
housemen, was seriously injured in a run- 
away accident at Fort Sheridan early last 
evening. His wife, who was driving with 
him in a runabout, was also injured, though 
not seriously. 

Mr. McLaughlin was takem to the post 
hospital by members of the military hos- 
pital squad. He was unconscious, and after 
a hasty examination Captain Smith, the post 
surgeon, said the injured man’s condition 
was grave. His partner, J. Wallace Wakem 
who lives in Highland Park, and his family 
in Chicago were notified of the accident. 


Going to a Dinner. 


Mr, and Mrs. McLaughlin recently moved 
to Lake Forest for the summer. Shortly 
after 6 o’clock they started to drive to the 
residence of L. G. Yoe in Highland Park 
where they were guests at dinner. Mr. Mc- 
Laughlin drove a spirited horse attached to 
a light open vehicle. He is an experienced 
driver, however, and had no trouble till the 
Chicago and Northwestern railway station 
at Fort Sheridan was reached. 

As they swung around the curve in the 
road there a small dog sprang in front of 
the horse and barked. The startled animal 
reared, and before Mr. McLaughlin could 
check it took the bit in its teeth, and dashed 
down the road toward the fort. 

The light wagon swung from side to side, 
but Mr. McLaughlin kept it clear of the car 
tracks until opposite the north gate to the 
fort. . 
Horse Beyond Control. 

The horse was now beyond all control, 
dashing wildly along the rough road. Two 
or three times it seemed as if the occupants 
of, the light vehicle would be thrown out, 
but they clung to the seat. Some soldiers 
had seen the .runaway, and ran to stop the 
animal, but were too late. 

When the foremost trooper was close to 
the runabout a wheel struck the car track, 
and in a moment the occupants were thrown 
into the road. Mrs. McLaughlin, who was 
sitting on the left-hand side, fell under the 
read wagon. The horse was checked s0 
promptly, ‘however, 
dragged. 

Mr. McLaughlin was less fortunate. He 
was thrown some distance, and in falling 
struck his head on the trolley car rail. 

Assistance was prompt. The unconscious 
man was carried to the side of the road, and 
a messenger sent for the post surgeon and 
a stretcher. Mrs. McLaughlin had struck 
on her shoulder, and at first it was thought 
the bone was broken. Though suffering se- 
verely, she remained by her husband’s side. 


Taken to Army Hospital. 

When an ambulance squad arrived the 
injured man and his wife were taken to the 
army hospital. Blood was flowing from a 
gash in Mr. McLaughlin’s head and he did 
not fully recover consciousness. 

Captain Smith made a hurried examina- 
tion and said®he feared Mr. McLaughlin’s 
skull was fractured. Other physicians were 
sent for and word of the accident telephoned 
to Mr. Yoe and Mr. Wakem, who hurried 
to the little army hospital. 

At 8 o'clock the injured man had not 
revived and an operation was decided on 
by the surgeons. Before that time Mr. 


Wakem had favored taking the injured man | 


home, but this was declared unwise by 
Captain Smith and the operation was per- 
formed at the fort. 

Later Mr. McLaughlin was reported as 
resting and the physicians felt encour- 
aged. After the shock of the accident had 
passed Mrs. McLaughlin suffered only from 
bruises.

MEAT RIOTS IN BROOKLYN, 


JEWISH WOMEN LEAD MOB iN 
ATTACK ON SHOPS. 


Roasts, Steaks, and Chops Carried Into 
the Streets, Saturated with Oil, and 
Burned—Several Buildings Badly 
Wrecked and Fires Started—Police 
Have Hard Fight in Subduing the 
Mob and Make Many Arrests Before 
Order Is Restored. 


New (York, May 22.—[Special.]—A mob of 
1000 people, with women in_ the lead, 
marched through the Jewish quarter of 
Williamsburg this evening and wrecked half 
a dozen butcher shops. Men and women who 
were seen coming out of the shops/ with 
meat and chickens in their hands were at- 
tacked. In the throng of women leaders of 
the mob there were many who carried bot- 
tles of kerosene oil. 

During the march through Moore, Sigel, 
and McKibben streets and Manhattan ave- 
nue, which is lined with four and five story 
tenement-houses and is the most thickly 
populated section of Brooklyn, the excite- 
ment was intense. 

The crowd attacked the butcher stores, 
carried the meat they found there into the 
street, poured oil upon the heap, and set fire 
to it, while the men and women yelled their 
approval and danced about the bonfire. 


Every Window Smashed. 


The start of the butcher shop wrecking was 
made in Manhattan avenue. At 46 Manhat- 
tan avenue there was a shop kept by a man 
named Klimms. He stood in front of his 
shop this evening when the mob marched to- 
ward his place. A shower of stones smashed 
every window in the store. In two minutes 
the mob leaders were inside of the store and 
were threatening to set the building on fire. 
All the meat which could be found was con- 
fiscated and destroyed with kerosene oil. 

The next butcher’s shop wrecked was that 
of a man named Knol! at 46 Moore street. 
A few policemen on patrol tried to disperse 
the crowd, but failed. The women then be- 
gan their work of destruction quickly and 
urged the men to greater efforts. The mob 
ran through the streets, howling in their pe- 
cullar Russian and Polish dialects, wreck- 
ing, with stones and other missiles, every 
butcher’s shop in their path. 


Mobs Led by Women. 
Several of the women leaders of the mob 
laughed at the fear of the men in doing 
damage. They took bottles of kerosene and 
scattered the oil in store after store, after- 
ward setting firetoit withamatch. Inevery 
instance the small fires started by the mob 
were extinguished. 

When the reserves of the Stagg Street 
Station met the crowd there was a flerce en- 
counter. The women threw bottles, stones, 
and atever they could place their hands 
on the policemen. 3 


Women Fight the Police. 

Women shook their tists in the fa of 
policemen and tore off their shields and 
the buttons from their coats. There Was a 
charge on the mob, and night sticks were 
used freely. During this excitement some 
of the ringleaders managed to wreck the 
butcher shop of J. Robinson, at 99 Manhat- 
tan avenue. | 

All that the police could do was to arrest 
four women who were charged with being 
the ringleaders of the mob. Two policemen 
were badly injured about the face and 
hands, and it was some time before the 
crowd was dispersed. 

There was also rioting in New York. A 
mob of 700 men, women, and children ats 
tacked the butcher shop of Barnet Azwolon- 
sky, at 99 Suffolk street. In spite of the fact 
that most of the kosher meat markets were 
closed, Azwolonsky braved the feeling on 
the part of the East Side people and opened 
his store. He was told that if he did not 
close his shop it would be wrecked. 


New York Shop Wrecked. 

A woman threw a can of ashes into the 
store and her act was greeted with yells of 
delight. This action gave the others courage 
and soon missiles of all kinds were thrown 
into the store and through the windows. 

When the police reserves arrived the store 
was a wreck, and Azwolonski was hiding in 
the rear, fearing for his life. The police 
charged with clubs and dispersed the mob 
with some difficulty, taking four prisoners. 


STORM CUTS DECORAH, IA., 
OFF FROM REST OF WORLD. 


Houses Swept Away and Loss of Life Re- 
ported—No One Able to Get News 
from Town—Serious Damage Feared. 


Conover, Ia., May 22,—The Town of De- 
corah, Ia., the county seat of Winneshiek, 
has been cut off from communication with 
other points for the last forty-eight hours. 

The storms of Tuesday night flooded the 
valley from Conover to ‘Decorah, sweeping 
away railroad bridges, tracks, and telegraph 
poles, and flooding the town. 

Two men drove from Decorah to Conover 
this afternoon and reported that water ran 
through the streets, carrying away bridges 
and some of the smaler houses. They said 
that two lives had been lost and that possi- 
bly others had perished. People were driven 
te the hills. 

The Milwaukee railway had a crew at work 
repairing the lines, and expects to open com- 
munication with Decorah tomorrow night.

Gibbons a place to offer the opening iInvoca- 
tion at the ceremony. It is known that he 
was officially appointed and accepted some 
time ago, but recently he has caused it to be 
known he would be unable to be prgsent. 
Various excuses have been offered, but the 
facts are becoming officially and generally 
known. 

The Cardinal declined to make the open- 
ing invocation because Bishop Satterlee, the 
Protestant Episcopa! Bishop of Washington, 
is down on the program to make the closing 
prayer. The Cardinal originally took the po- 
sition that as France was distinctively a 
Catholic country and as Rochambeau was a 
devout son of that church such religious 
ceremonies as were necessary for the dedica- 
tion should be confined to the Catholic ritual. 
When it was explained that the United States 
was not a Catholic country and that it had 
been’ the custom here to recognize all relig- 
ions the Cardinal went on to explain at some 
length that personally he would be glad to 
officiate om the same platform and jointly 
with the Protestant Episcopal Bishop of 
Washington, but orders had been received 
long ago from the Holy Father himself pro- 
hibiting allsuch combinations. 

At the time of the Parliament of Religions 
which was held in Chicago in conjunction 
with the World’s Fair, Cardinal Satolli and 
others participated together with Presbyte- — 
rians, Unitarians, Hebrews, Buddhists, and 
infidels. Soon after that, however, the Pope 
sent a ietter herein which he deciared in the 
most positive terms that while he fully be- 
Yeved in fraternity of religion he was not . 
willing that the most distinguished prelates 
of the Catholic Church should mingle with 
representatives of other religions. 

On account of this letter Cardinal Gibbons 
has positively declined to participate in the 
Rochambeau dedication. ceremonies and 
his place will be filled by Father 
Stafford, the rector of Patrick's 
Church in -Washington. Not even the 
rector of the Catholic University has been

and for the two hours and a ha‘f his address 
consumed he was accorded the most careful 
attention, not on:y by his cojeagues on the 
floor, but also by the people in the thronged 


galleries. 


Mr. Hoar denounced the attitude of the goy- 
ernment in the Philippines as one of the most 
wicked and foolish chapters in American . 
history. He urged that the United States 
should withdraw from the Philippines and 
permit the people there to erect their own 
government, as had been done fn Cuba. 

‘Senator Hoar took the ground that: the 
Filipinos form a race of Christian peopieand 
that they had set up a repub.ic which it was 
the duty of the United States to protect. 

He declared that the insurrection was 
caused by the refusal of the United States 
to recognize the Filipino repubtic and that 
peace could have been secured at any mo- 
ment during the last three years by extending 
such recognition. 

In his summary of the mistakes made by 
the United States in the Philippines he de- 
clared: 

“ We crushed the only republic tn Asia. 
We made war on the only Christian people 
in the Bast. We converted a war of glory 
to a war of shame. We vu'garized the 
American flag. We introduced perfidy into 
the practice of war. We inflicted torture 
on unarmed men to extort confession. We 
put children todeath. We established recon- 
We devastated provinces. 
We baffied the aspirations of a people for 
liberty.”’ |

Senator Bigar then took up the discussion 
of the Monroe Goctrine, tracing its history 
and showing, as he claimed, that it had been 
vitiated by American conquest of the Philip- 
pines.

Contrast in Two Policies. 


Summing up the results of the two policies 
he said: 

“1. For the Philippine Islands you have 
had to repeal the Declaration of Independ- 
ence. For Cuba you have had to reaffirm it 
and give it new luster. , 
“2. For the Philippine Islands you have 
had to convert the Monroe doctrine into a doc- 
trine of mere selfishness. For Cuba you have 
acted on it and vindicated it. 

“3. In Cuba you have got the eternal grati- 
tude of a free people. In the Philippine 
Islands you have got the hatred and sullen 
submission of a subjugated people. 

*‘4, From Cuba you have brought home 
nothing but glory. From the Philippines you 
have brought home nothing of glory. 

“5. In Cuba no man thinks of counting the 
cost. The few soldiers who came home from 
Cuba wounded or sick carry about their 
wounds and their pale faces as if they were 
medals of honor. What soldier glories ina 
wound or an empty sleeve which he got in the 


6. The conflict in the Philippines has cost 
you $600,000,000, thousands of American soi- 
diers—the flower of your youth—the health 
and sanity of thousands more, and hundreds 
of thousands of Filipinos slain. 

“ Another price we have paid as a result of 
your practical statesmanship. We have soid 
out the right, the old American right, to 
speak out the sympathy which is in our 
hearts for people who are desolate and op- 
pressed everywhere on the face of the 
earth.” 


Cruelty of American Soldiers. 


Senator Hoar then briefly discussed the 
stories of cruelties and tortures practiced 
by the American soldiers. He insisted that 
the administration had made no effort to 
punish soldiers guilty of these cruelties. He 
denounced Funston’ deception in capturing 
Aguinaldo. He declared that hundreds of 
thousands of Filipinos had either been killed 
or died of disease since the war began. He 
continued: 

“ And I tell you, Mr. President, that if you 
do not disregard the lessons of human nature 
thus far, and do not retrace your steps and 
set an example of another conduct, you will! 
have and those who follow you will have a 
like experience hereafter. You may.pacify | 


this country on the surface; you may make 
it a solitude, and call it peace; you may burn 
towns; you may exterminate popu/ations; 
you may kill the children or the boys over 10, 
as Herod siew the first-born of the Israelites. 
But the voleano will be there. You will not 
settle this thing in a generation, or in a cen- 
‘tury, or in ten centuries, until it is settled 
right.’’ 


Question Must Be Answered. 


Coming to his conclusion the Senator said: 

“The American people have got this one 
question to answer. They may answer it 
now; they can take ten years, or twenty 
years, or a generation, or a century to think 
of it. But it will not down. They must an- 
swer it in the end—Can you lawfully buy 
with money, or get by brute force of arms, 


people, and to impose on them such constitu- 
tion as you, and not they, think best for 
them? 

‘‘No, Mr. President. Never! Never! 
Other and better counsels will yet prevail. 
The hours are long in the life of a great 
people. The irreyocable step is not yet 
taken. 

‘**Let us at least have this to say: We, 
too, have kept the faith of the fathers. We 
took Cuba by the hand. We delivered her 
from her age-long bondage. We welcomed 
her to the family of nations. We set man- 
kind an example never beheld before of mod- 
eration in victory. We led hesitating and 
halting Europe to the deliverance of their be- 
leaguered Ambassadors in China. We 
marched through a hostile country—a coun- 
try cruel and barbarous—without anger or 
revenge. We returned benefit for injury, 
and pity for cruelty... We made the name of 
America beloved in the Hast as in the West. 
We kept faith with the Philippine people. 
We kept faith with our own history. We 
kept our national honor unsullied. The flag 
which we received without a rent we handed 
down without a stain.”’ 


Senator Teller Follows. 


marks Mr. Teller addressed the Senate on the 
Philippine government bill, discussing at 
length the action of Congress on the estab- 
lishment of the republic of Cuba. The Unit- 
ed States now was happily out of Cuba, he 
said, but he believed that it would have been 
better had the United States recognized origi- 
nally the independence of Cuba. . Cuba 
would become a part of the United States 
only when the Cuban people indicated their 
desire to enter the.union, 

Mr. Teller explained, in a colloquy with Mr. 
Foraker, that the object of his remarks was 
to establish the fact that his resolution— 
known as the Teller resolution—relating to 
Cuba, was abselutely in accord with the 
sentiment of Congress at that time. 

Mr. Hale interrupted to sdy that he re- 
garded it almost as providential that Mr. 
Teller had had the forethought to prepare 
such a declaration. Personally, he had enter- 
tained a fear that lust of empire would get 
the better of our people and that the govern- 
ment never would leave Cuba. 

In conclusion, Mr. Teller said the American 

| flag had come down from Cuba, but a better 
one for Cuba had gone up. The American 
flag was the best in the world for America, 
but not for those who did not wantit. He 
believed that some day it would come down 
from the Philippines, and that the Filipinos 
would raise their own flag, which, for them, 
was the best in the world. 


STATE TO COMPLETE CASE 
AGAINST M’FETRIDGE TODAY. 


Defendant Then Will Be Forced to Out- 
line His Defense of the Charge That 
He Murdered His Brother. 


Evidence against William McFetridge, 
charged with the murder of his brother, 
Robert, probably will be completed in Judge 
Kavanagh's court this morning. The de- 
fendant, who is acting as his own attorney, 
then will be forred. to outline the plan of 
his defense, if he has one. 

Two photographs of the murdered man, 
taken after he died, were introduced yester- 
day to show the nature of his wounds. The 
defendant studied these pictures carefully 
and without emotion and returned them to 
the Judge's desk. 

‘Neither of these pictures shows,”’ 
said, with a judicial air, “that it is my 
brother’s dead body.” 

McFetridge grew excited when he exam- 
ined J. R. Burres, whom he once had em- 
ployed to assist the State’s Attorney toros- 
ecute his mother. Mr. Burres testified that 
McFetridge had said in his office after the 
trial: ‘*‘ Never mind my brother, Bob. I 
will attend to him later on.”’ 

‘** Don’t you admit you did not prepare the 
case against Robert, and did not prosecute 
it as a lawyer should?’’ asked the deféndant. 

* Didn't I tell you,” he roared again, in 
anger, “that you and Frank Crowe were 
the two crookedest lawyers in Chicago?’ 

“Yes, you did,” said Mr. Burres, with a 
smile. 

Other witnesses during the day testified 
to hearing William McFetridge make threats 
against the life of his brother. 

A jury was completed yesterday afternoon 
in Judge Dunne’s court to try Edward Des- 
nitz, charged with the murder of his sweet- 
heart, Lillie E. Dittman, on March 10, in 
River View. Assistant State's Attorney Lee, 
who will prosecute the case, made the open- 
ing statement to the jury. The murder was

MUST HELP THE FILIPINOS 


BISHOP THOBURN SAYS FLAG 
SHOULD STAY OVER ISLANDS. 


Churchman Who Has Resided with the 
Malay Races of the Far East for 
Forty-three Years Tells Senate Com- 
mittee that Natives Are Unable to 
Govern Themselves and That the 
Macabebes Would Be Exterminated 
Within Twelve Months. 


Washington, D. C., May 22.,—Bishop Tho- 
burn of the Methodist Episcopal Church of 
India and Malasia, who has lived forty-three 
years in the far East, was before the Senate 
Committee on Philippines today. He said 
the American occupation of the Philippines 
should be continued. 

In the course of his examination the Bishop 
said that the. American occupation was an 
act of God. This led to quite a long line of 
questions by Senator Patterson, in which 
the Bishop was asked whether the occupa- 
tion of Cuba was an act of God, and when 
he replied in the affirmative Senator Patter- 
son asked if the withdrawal was also the 
act offGod. 

“It is too soon to answer that,” he replied. 
“The United States may have to go back 
there.”” 


Line of Bishop’s Téstimony. 


The line of the Bishop’s testimony in part . 
is indicated by the following questions by 
Senator Patterson and Bishop Thoburn’s re- 
sponses: | 

“If a Philippine government should be 
established and you should be asked whether 
you thgught such establishment was the act 
of God, would you ask to defer your opin- 

**T would not say it was the act of God.”’ 

“You would say it was the act of the 
devil?” , 

‘* No; I would not. I would say it was the 
act of American politicians.” 

He added that he believed that with an in- 
dependent Philippine government the Maca- 
bebes would be exterminated within twelve 
months. , 

‘*Does man determine what is right and 
what is wrong?’ asked Senator Patterson, 
anc again this question was met by another 
from the Bishop. “ Is this,’’ he asked, ‘‘ an 
examination in metaphysics or in theology ?”’ 

In response to questions from Senator 
Carmack, Bishop Thoburn expressed the 
opinion that the Philippine people are now 
better disposed toward American mission- 
aries than they were at the close of the 
Spanish war. In proof of this statement he 
said that there is now an attendance of 
12,000 people at the Methodist church in Ma- 
nila, and that both in that city and the out- 
lying provinees it was almost impossible to 
meet the demand for teachers and preachers. 

Bishop Thoburn said that he visited Ma- 
nila for two weeks in March, 1899, and again 
in March, 1900, for one week. When the 
witness said he thought the United States 
were in the Philippines under circumstances 
which did not permit them to leave, Senator 
Dubois objected, and agked for a statement 
as to the moral and intellectual capacity 
of the Filipinos. 


Like American Indians. 


“In many respects,’ replied the witness, 
“ they are like the American Indians. There 
is no coherence among them. They are di- 
vided into tribes, and the biggest man 
among them is generally recognized as a ' 
Sultan. They are bright and quick, but not 
profound, and I am afraid they are treach- 
erous.”’ 

Senator Beveridge brought out the fact that 
the witness had resided for forty-three 
years in the Straits Settlement and asked 
him for his opinion of the capacity of the 
Malay for self-government. “‘I think they 
are defective,” he said. “It would be a 
crime in my opinion to remove the present 
American restraints in the Philippines.”’ 

In response to questions by Senator Cul- 
berson, Bishop Thoburn said he believed the 
Filipinos should have a protectorate after 
the manner of the British protectorate. The 
Bishop said he did not believe that originally 
the American government had, when Ad- 
miral Dewey went to Manila, any intention 
of taking control of the Philippines. Presij- 
dent McKinley, he said, had told him that 
he had tried in every possible way to avoid 
the annexation of the Philippines. ; 


WEALTHY CUBAN DROPS DEAD. 


Senor Alvarez Becomes Excited While 
Talking with Lawyer and Ex- 
pires in Ten Minutes. 


Philadelphia, Pa., May 22.—[Special.]— 
Rushing excitedly into the presence of his 
attorney and attempting to tell him about 
something he had seen, Sefior Angel Bovesy 
Alvarez, a wealthy Cuban mine owner, 
dropped dead this morning, probably from 
heart disease. As Sefior Boves fell, he was 
caught by Russell Duane, his attorney, 
whose offices are In the Real Estate Trust 
building at Broad and Chestnut’ streets. 
Two physicians, who were in the building, 
pronounced the Cuban dead when they saw 
the body a few minutes later. Ten minutes 
pefore his collapse, Sefior Alvarez had been 
discussing some legal business with Mr.

President Roosevelt, the members of his 
Cabinet, and high officials of the govern- 
ment today welcomed the Frenchmen who 
represent President Loubet, and who came 
to attend the ceremonies in connection with 
ithe Rochambeau memorial. 
The visitors this afternon journeyed to 
Mount Vernon, where General Brugere of 
the French army placed a laurel wreath 
om the tomb of Washington, and Count de 
Rochambeau planted a tree taken from the 
battleground of Yorktown. Tonight Presi- 
dent Roosevelt had the French party as his 
guests at dinner at the White House. 
Orly a small. ctowd was at the depot to 
greet the visitors: Beside the police escort 
Troop G of the Second Cavairy from Fort 
Myer was drawn opin front of the station 
and saluted on the appeararice of the visit- 
ors. Assistant Secretary Peirce of the State 
department entered the first of the open car- 
riage’ in waiting, with the ranking members 
of the party, and several members of the 
French Embassy also acted as escort. 


Go at Once to White House. 


All of the party, including the embassy at- 
tachés, wore the uniform of theirrank. The 
carriages, a dozen in number, wheeled into 
Penneylvania avenue and proceeded to the 
White House, where Count de Rochambeau 
and his party, Ambassador and Mme. Cam- 
bon, and Others, waited to greet them. The 
carriagés were preceded. by an escort of 
mounted and bicycle policemen and the cav- 
alry troop. 

Tribute Paid to Washington. 

The visit of the French officials to Mount 
Vernon this afternoon furnished the occa- 
sion of two interesting ceremonies — the 
planting of a tree from the battlefield of 
Yorktown, where Washington, Rochambeau, 
and Lafayette were companions in arms, and 
the placing of a beautiful wreath of laurel, 
entwined with the French colors, on the tomb 
of Washington. 

The trip down the river was made on the 
United States naval yacht Sylph, with Am- 
bassador and Mme. Cambon and Secretary 


while the guests included the entire French 
party. 

At Mount Vernon the party proceeded first 
to the tomb of Washington, where the heavy 
iron bars were removed in order to admit M, 
Cambon, General Brugere, Vice Admiral 
Fournier, and a few other distinguished offi- 
cers.

PAUPER, AFFLUENT, INSANE: 
EVENTS IN ONE MAN'S LIFE. 


Receives Legacy While in Poorhouse, 
Squanders Most of It, and Will Ap- 
pear in Court Today. 


Nine years an inmate of the county poor- 
house; then a rise to sudden affluence 
through the bequest of a relative; then in- 
sanity or temporary aberration on account 
of suddenly acquired riches—such will be the 
story of the last nine years of Charles 
Bastrouf’s Hfe when told before a police 
magistrate at. the Harrison Street Station 
this morning. 

Only two monthe ago Bastrouf was told 
of his good fortune while an inmate of the 
Dunning poorhouse. He was handed $4,000 
by the German Consul In this city, and he 
came out and started a saloon at 376 South 
Clark street. Hundreds who heard of his 
good fortune swarmed about him, and the 
saloon proved a losing venture. 

Bastrouf met and married Mrs. Augustina 
Schmitt of Blue Isiand avenue and Hope 
street, all within a week. Then he got to 
drinking and closed up his saloon. After 
carousing about town all day yesterday he 
came home with only $1,400 left of the 
original $4,000. 

It was 10 o'clock last night when he decided | 
to rid himself of the liquor stock that re- 
mained from the saloon venture. He went 
up-stairs and had thrown out and smashed 
fourteen jugs of whisky when the police 
arrived and placed him under arrest. 

Bastrouf is 52 years old. He came to this 
country from Germany twenty years ago 
and followed the trade of a baker. Through 
accident he lost his right hand in machinery, 
and after ten years found himself in the 
poorhouse.

Latest Eruption Described. 

CASTRIES, Island of St. Lucia, B. W’I., 
May 22.—M. Labat, the Senior Town Coun- 
cilor of Fort de France, who was among 
the refugees who arrived here yesterday from 
Martinique on the Norwegian steamer Helga, 
accompanied by his entire family, said to- 
day: 

**On Saturday, at 3 in the afternoon, an 
incessant rain of ashes obscured the sky and 
at 5 o'clock total darkness prevailed. ‘The 
population, generally, was unnerved. Sun- 
day was lighter, but the ash rain continued, 
with an occasional fall of lava slag and 
pumice, and continuous rumblings from the 
mountain, and the feeling of anxiety con- 
tinued. 

“ At 5:30 a. m.. on Monday a singular 
phenonomen was witnessed in the north- 
eastern sky. Clouds like gigantic, white os- 
trict plumes, rose high in the heavens. They 
had luminous linings, which were mistaken 
for flames, though they were only caused by 
the rays of the rising sun, and threw the peo- 
ple into consternation.” . 


Sea Begins to Recede. 

“At noon the sea began to recede, witha 
heavy ground swell, tossing the shipping so 
severely that vessels broke from their moor-- 
ings. Then a long, rolling wave spread over 
the sea front. It did little damage, however, 
and the sea again receded and left a con- 
siderable arrear of the shore permanently un- 
covered. At the same time the ash rain be- 
came twice as violent, and pebbles fell. They 
were followed by pieces of heavy rock, some 
of which weighed from three to twelve 
pounds each.” 

People Take to Steamers. 

The steamers at St. Pierre kept a large 
number of people on board until evening. 
when the phenomena subsided and most 
of the refugees were put ashore. On Tues- 
day steamers took away the destitute peo- 
ple, who remained on board, and also a 
number of paying passengers. Three hun- 
dred: refugees were landed here and 1,500 
were taken, to the Island of Guadeloupe.

New York, May 22.—[{Special.]—No more 
money’ will be collected at present, in this city 
at least, for the relief of Martinique and St. 
Vincent. Sothe Joint committee decided this 
afternoon at a meeting at the Chamber of 
Commerce; and Treasurer C. N. Bliss imme- 
diately telegraphed the decision to the vari- 
ous other committees throughout the coun- 
try. The $109,066 already collected will be 
forwarded to Washington.

PEACE TALK IN LONDON.

LONDON, May 23, 3 a. m.—Apparently the 
country is on the brink of peace. Various

Lord Onslow, Under Secretary for the Col- 
onies, in speaking at Kendal last night hoped 
that peace would be proclaimed before the 
coronation, and it is understood that whereas 
the government was a few days ago hopeful 
but not sanguine it is now sanguine as well 
as hopeful. A dispatch from Lord Kitchener 
was received at the War office during the 
day. Its contents were kept secret, but some 
importance was attachea to the communi- 
cation in Pall Mall, as Mr. Chamberlain, who 
is now in Birmingham, was at once apprised 
of its purport. 

The result of the negotiations will be offi- 
cially communicated for publication the mo- 
ment itis known in official circles. A definite 
statement is not expected for a few days. 
Consols were again purchased freely yes- 
terday in anticipation of peace, many buy- 
ing orders coming from America and the 
continent. 


Cabinet Meting. Called. 


The Daily Mail says it is understood that 
in reply to protracted haggling by the Boer 
leaders at Pretoria a practical ultimatum 
has been presented by the British govern- 
ment and that the result is expected to be 
acceptance. A hastily summoned Cabinet 
council will be held today. 


Chamberlain to Make Speech. 


Mr. Chamberlain has consented to preside 
at a coronation banquet which is being or- 
ganized by leading colonial institutions in 
London. Its purpose will be to entertain 
distinguished representatives of the British 
dominions beyond the seas who willbe as- 
sembled here for the coronation festivities. 
The banquet will be held in Guildhall on 
July 11, and it is fully expected that the 
Colonial Secretary will seize the occasion 
to deliver an important speech on the sub- 
ject of England's relations with the colonies. 

Important American Gathering. 

Another interesting dinner which is fixed 
for July will be given by the American 
Chamber of Commerce in Liverpool in cele- 
bration of its centenary. Mr. Reid and other 
members cf the United States special «m- 
bassy have accepted invitations to be present.

John Hays Hammond Explains His 
Reasons for Urging Investment 
of Idle Capital.

Hays Hammond, the American mining engi- 
neer, to popularize American mines in Lon- 
don, will come to an end on Saturday, when 
he will sail for New York. He has just pur- 
chased the Camp Bird mine at Ouray, Colo., 
for $4,000,000, from Thomas F. Walsh, and 
will proceed there immediately upon his ar- 
rival in America to develop the property. . 

** My object,” said Mr. Hammond, .“ ts to 
divert south African capital towards Amer- 
ica and American capital toward South Afri- 
ca; in fact, to create a sort of world’s mining 
community. I desire particularly to create 
British confidence in American mines. There 
is much capital that has been lying idle for 
two years in south Africa which could be well 
utilized in earning dividends and developing 
our mines. 

“A good many Americans are now inter- 
ested n south Africa, and though I am not 
personally interested in the East I know that 
considerable joint Anglo-American capital is 
now going into the development of Corea. 
What I want to emphasize is that it is better 
to keep capital profitably employed else- 
where than to leave it idly waiting local in- 
vestment.” 


WARMER STRATA HIGH IN AIR. 


Aeronauts Report Results of Experi- 
ments with Balloons in Different 
Parts of the Globe. 


BERLIN, May 22.—Teteserrence de D. 
Bort of Paris has submitted the results ob- 
tained from the ascents of 258 balloons, 
when altitudes of 11,000 meters (37,000 feet) 
or more were attained, to the International 
Aeronautical «~nmission. The thermomet- 
rical apparatus employed in these ascents 
recorded the presence of a warmer atmos- 
phere above 10,000 meters (32,500 feet), hav- 


ing well defined boundaries. 


Privy Councilor Assmann of Berlin has 
confirmed this statement, made by M. de 
Bort. The former sent up rubber balloons 
to an altitude of 19,500 meters (63,350 feet), 
which traversed a warm atmospheric belt.

FRENCH PRESIDENT. 


Police Give People Wider ‘Latitude 
than Usual and Students Parade the 
Streets Singing “ Marseillaise 
Visitor Distributes Many Decora- 
tions Among the Officials and Gives 
Czar’s Family Gifts of Rare Porce- 
lnin—Labor Troubles in Moscow.

ST. PETERSBURG, May 22.—President 
Loubet ef France was enthusiastically wel- 
comed here today.

A majority 
of the emigrants intend to join relatives in 
Philadelphia and Milwaukee.

Governor Crane Signs Bill Which Re- 
moves Sunday Regulations from 
the Statute Books. 


Boston, Mass., May 22.—The so-called “ blue 
law,’’ which prohibited the sale of ice cream, 
soda water, and confecthomery on Sunday by 
druggists and common victualers, was wiped 
off the statute book this afternoon by a re- 
pealing measure, which Governor Crane 
signed as soon as it was sent to him by the 
Senate.

HAVANA, May 22.—The festivals have 
been concluded and the serious business of 
the new republic will begin today with a 
joint session of the Cuban Congress to hear 
President Palma’s inaugural message. The 
government appointments will be announced 
today. 

In the House of Representatives today a 
member asked that data be supplied to him 
regarding the property belonging to the 
state, and also the claims against it, his 
object being to draw up a plan for the pay. 
ment of the army. 


First Quarrel in Co 

A resolution was then adopted to hang the 
flag unfurled by Carlos Cespedes in 1868 in 
the house. Another proposal was made by 
Loynaz Castillo to hang the flag unfurled 
by Lopez in Car@ienas along with the flag 
of Cespedes. This caused a‘long debate, and 
Sefior Castillo’s motion was rejected, where- 
upon he left the house, saying that he would 
send in his resignation. 

A plan for the pardon of all persons under- 
going sentence or trial, including Americans, 
was tabled... It has long been the intention 
of the Cubane to pardon all convicted 
Americans.

End of the Celebration. 


This was the last of three days’ continuous 
celebration in honor of the new republic. 
The features of today’s festivities were @ 
civic procession in the afternoon and & ban- 
quet at the Tacon Theater at night. The 
parade was probably the most magnificent 
pageant ever seenin Cuba. Thestreets were 
lined with people, who cheered the several 
patriotic floats. The one that evoked the 
most applause represented Columbia dressed 
in stars and stripes handing to Cuba a red 


satin liberty cap. Columbia and Cuba were: 


represented by two of the most beautiful 
girls in Havana. Several pretty Amazons 
who fought side by side with their brothers 
and fathers in the last revolution elicited 
cries of “ Viva las Patriotas!’’ 

The Chinese colony had fully 200 members 
in line carrying fancy Chinese banners and 
battle axes. 


Cuban Relics Venerated. 


Favorable comment was elicited by the 
presence of committees representing the 


Spanish societies, who were treated with the 


utmost respect. American flags in the pro- 
cession were many. | 

In one wagon was the rowboat used in the 
rebellion by General Antonio Maceo to go 
around the trocha, and the dynamite gun 
operated with good effect at the time by 
Major Fredericks. These relics are to be 
placed in the museum. 

Tonight an official banquet was given by 
the Ayuntamiento to President Palma, the 
officers of the government, and the foreign 
Consuls, There were 240 guests. 

German Comment on Cuba. 

BERLIN, May 22.—Comment in Germdn 
newspapers upon the birth of the Cuban 
Republic is both friendly and hostile. The 
Frankfurter Zeitung says: 

“The resolution passed in the American 
Congress in 1898, by which Cuba was prom- 
ised independence, was received everywhere 


abroad with the greatest scepticism, and |

SIXTH ATTEMPT TO SLAY 


ENDS LIFE OF NEBRASKAN. | 


Prisoner in Court Tells How He anda 
Companion Murdered Man Who Car- 
ried Life Insurance in Their Favor. 


Alllance, Neb., May 22.—During the tria] 
of Gus Jahnke, charged with the murder of 
Michael Sierk today, Oliver Oleson, held as 
an accessory, made a confession, saying he 
and Jahnke killed Sierk by shooting him in 
the back while he sat at his breakfast tabie. 

The murder, according to Oleson’s story, 
was a most cold-blooded affair, no less than 
six attempts being made to kill Sierk before 
the deed was accomplished. 

The two men dropped Sierk into a 120-foot 
well, but his fall was broken by the water 


and he was taken out not seriously injured. : 


They gave Sierk corrosive sublimate on three 


occasions, but each time the quantity was . 


too large and failed to kill. They then got 
him intoxicated and one pushed him against 
a loaded revolver, but the bullet missed its 
mark. The last and successful attempt was 
then made by firing two loads from a shot- 
gun into his body. Sterk carried a life in- 
surance policy with Oleson as beneficiary.

pert, Tells Plans of the 
Proposed Inquiry. | 


FOUR MONTHS’HARDWORK 


Problem Will Be Considered from 
All Angles and Report Is 
to Be Compkte. 


When Bion J. Arnold, the city’s proposed 
engineering expert, gets his forces at work 
on the street railway problems Chicago will 
have a Street Railway department that will 
be almost capable of operating a street rail- 
way system itself. This new department 
will have a General Superintendent, an En- 
gineering bureau, with bridge and tunnel 
engineers, a smal! army of investigators, and 
a Business bureau. 

A street railway man af reputation and 
etanding will be put att head of the de- 
partment under Mr. Arnold. He will be the 
General Manager, General Superintendent, 
or something equivalent to these positions 
in a railway company. The engineers to be 
secured will be men of reputation. 

“I don’t pose as a philanthropist,” said 
Mr. Arnold, “ but I’d rather do this work 
right and not make any money out of it than 
not do it thoroughly. I'd rather spend a 
little of my own money, if necessary.” 


Four Months of Hard Work. 


With an organized Street Rai!way depart- 
ment the investigation, which is calculated 
to last four months, will be begun, and where 
necessary the data will be gathered in actual 
experiment with the problems of operating 
street cars. 

A multitude of subjects are corelated with 
the main issues of the traction question itself. 


‘These include the question of enlarging the 


sewers, the question of developing the power 
of the drainage canal, and of subways. 

The sewer proposition is an important one 
in connection with the proposition to substi- 
tute underground trolley for cable. The ob- 
jection which the traction companies have 
raised to the underground system has been 
based on the theory that the sewers cannot 
carry off all the water from the down-town 
streets and that it will back up in them and 
enter the trolley conduits. 

**I told the committee when I appeared be- 


.fore it,’’ said Mr. Arnold, “ that there was 


no use in half doing things. The Aldermen 
said that sewers will have to be enlarged ina 
few years, anyway, so I believe it is better 
that they should be considered a part of the 
traction question. A report on the street 
railway proposition should contain a report 
of the enlargement of the sewers. It has 


been suggested that pumps be installed to f 


pump water from the sewers, but in my 
opinion that is a makeshift, and it would be 
better to do the thing thoroughly. 

“ Naturally, I have not arrived at conclu- 
sions before undertaking the investigation, 
but there are certain subjects which, it can 
be seen, have a direct relation to the street 
car question. A comprehensive report should 
contain reference to the possibility of utiliz- 
ing the drainage canal power. Whether suf- 
ficient power can be generated in the canal 
is a question which will have to be deter- 
mined. 

“ Then, too, I would consider the question 
of constructing an elevated sidewalk on the 
level with the elevated stations, so that 
sons could leave the elevated railroads and 
enter their offices in the second stories of 
buildings without descending to the street. 
Then, with a subway underneath the street, 
the problem of relieving the congestion in 
the down-town streets would about be solved. 

* These are all things which should be con- 
sidered in a work of this kind, whether the 
propositions are to be adopted or not. 


Underground Trolley Feasible. 

“TI consider the underground trolley per- 
fectiy feasible for Chicago, the sewer ques- 
tion having been solved. Buda-Pesth lies 
just as low as Chicago. Its sewer systems 
are better, but it lies in the same position. 
The underground trolley there not only has 

roved a success, but it is being extended 

he same thing can be said of Washington. 

“ The experiment which Yerkes made with 
the underground trolley here was not under 
favorable conditions. The system was not 
developed perfectly then, and I do not be- 
lieve there was any great wish that it should 
succeed. 

“It is my wish that I may work in har- 
mony with the traction companies and have 
them work in harmony withthecity. I don’t 
know whether that can be accomplished or 
not. I intend to be perfectly fair to the com- 
panies in the report. I do not know whether 
they will consider it fairness, but it will be 
what I consider to be just, after the investi- 
gation has been made. At the same time itis 


“my hope to deal faithfully with the public in 


the report. I believe that justice can be done 
both the companies and the people. 

“To help me in the work I want a street 
railway man who is capable of operating a 
street railway system. I have built roads, 
but I prefer to have the assistance of some 


one who’ knows how to run them. Then I 


may need a bridge engineer and a tunne! 
engineer to supplement my own experience 
with their detailed knowledge.’”’ : 


Reported Move by Companies. 


Just as Mr. Arnold is about to begin his 
work—which will be as soon as the Council 
authorizes the Transportation committee to 
enter into the contract with the engineer— 
the report is revived that the companies are 
preparing to come into the Council with their 
ordinances. 

“I have been told by stock brokers,” said 
Mayor Harrison, “‘ that the companies will 
be in within the next few weeks. Every 
etock broker seems to have his ‘ inside infor- 
mation’ on this, and several have assured 
me that both the Chicago City railway com- 
pany and the Union Traction company are 
ready to ask the Council for an extension of 
their franchises. 


* Personally I do not think that anything | 


phould be done until after the engineering 
expert has submitted his report, or for four 
months at least. The idea of having an ex- 
pert go over the situation and examine the 
conditions is a good one and should bring 
good results. 

“I should think that the companies would 
wait until this report is filed with the City 
Council and then see what the demands of 
the city are likely to be.”’ 

Another development in traction affairs 
yesterday was that the city filed demurrers 
in the United States Circuit Court in the 
Elkins suit, which tests the right of the 
Union Traction company to stand under the 
ninety-nine-year act. This brings the case 
to an issue on the jurisdictional question and 
it is probable that within a few weeks Judge 
Seamans will have decided whether the suit 
was brought in the proper court. 

The demurrers were filed to question the 
eufficiency of the amended bills filed last week 
on behalf of Mr. Elkins. One bill was direct- 
ed against the city, the Chicago West Divis- 
jon railway company, and the Chicago Union 
Traction company. The other was against 
the first and last named defendants and the 
North Chicago Gity railway company.

SER EVER LIVING CYRANO 


EXPERTS DOUBT THE MERITS OF 
MR. GROSS’ CLAIM. 


Declare That the Situations Adapted 
by Rostand in His Drama-Poem Are 
“ Essential Points” and Are Com- 
mon Property Among Playwrights— 
Used Long Before Eittter the Chi- 
cago Man or the Frenchman Came 
to Earth. 


“It’s a good thing for Shakspeare that he 
didn’t live in the days of federal court in- 
junctions,’ was the conclusion of Chicago's 
students of the drama yesterday when they 
read that Judge Kohlisaat had ruled that 
Samuel Eberly. Gross, Chicago real estate 
dealer, had inspired Edmund Rostand’s 
“Cyrano de Bergerac.” 

Some of the men in the theatrical business 
declared that if the decision applied to other 
plays than “Cyrano” they never would 
have any plays to produce. According to 
Harry Hamlin, it was little more than the 
“essential points ” of all “‘ love plays ” that 
had been incorporated in “‘ Cyrano.” 


As to Essential Points. 


“I haven't a word to say about Mr. Gross’ 
ability as a playwright,” said Mr. Hamlin, 
**but what amuses me is the report of Mas- 
ter in Chancery Elijah B. Sherman. He 
mentions nearly fifty points of similarity be- 
tween Rostand’s play and ‘The Merchant 
Prince of Cornville,’ yet the same similarity 
may be found between Mr. Gross’ play and 
a score of others which are not so famous 
as the Frenchman's drama. 

‘OWhat, for instance, would we do for plots 
.{f the heroine were willing always to marry 
the man her guardian picked out? What 
kind of a guardian would he be if he didn’t 
have selfish reasons for trying to get his 
ward to marry that man? No good at all 
for a playwright’s purpose. Asa heroine she 
would be a failure if she consented to do 
what he wanted her to do. She would be, 
too, if she didn’t have some other sweetheart. 
When you come to the proxy, which so many 
people have pointed out as original, you will 
find that it is as old as the other situations. 
You remember what Longfellow tells us of 
Priscilla’s courting: 

“*Why don’t you speak for yourself, 
John? ”’ 
“Shakspeare uses this love by proxy also. 


~~ Another Proxy Wooer. 


Charles MacDonald recalled the story of 
“ Francesca da Rimini” as bearing on Man- 
ager Hamlin’s point. The brother of the 
humpback King wooes Francesca for his roy- 
al relative, and until she meets the deformed 
regent just before she goes to the altar, she 
expects to marry his brother, the man she 
has learned to love. 

Balcgny scenes are not so common, yet 
other situations have been used for the same 
purpose carried out in ‘‘Cyrano.’’ Othello. 
overhearing the remarks of Iago, and infer- 
ring that he spoke of Desdemona, is, per- 
haps, the best example, according to John 
N. Crawford, the Shakspearean student. 

“When it comes to making love for an- 
other, thoygh,”’ said he, “‘ the best instance 
I think of is where, in ‘Much Ado About 
Nothing,’ Don Pedro courts Hero for Clau- 
dio. You remember Benedict has many a 
merry jest at Don Pedro's expense.” 


Literary Question, Triggs Says.

Oliver E. Boddington, a well-known Anglo- 
American lawyer in Paris, who acted as 
counsel for Mr. Gross during the preliminary 
examination in the case here three years 
ago, expressed his gratification at the vic- 
tory of his former client. ‘“ There are,” 
he said, “‘ many strong points in Mr. Gross’ 
case, which have evidently been well handled 
before Judge Kohisaat. Among them. in 
my opinion, are the following facts which 
were brought out in the collection of evi- 
dence: 

“ First, though Rostand denied absolutely 
all knowledge of Engiish, his wife, who is 
of American parentage, is well acquainted 
with that language. Second, though Ros- 
tand denied that he retouched or remodeled 
the play, we proved that ‘Cyrano de Ber- 
gerac’ had constantly undergone changes 
up to the time of presentation. While I 
have no desire to express an opinion as to 
whether ‘Cyrano de Bergerac’ is really 
partly the result of plagiarism, it has been 
clearly shown that the thing was possible. 
Judge Kohisaat evidently heard other evi- 
dence causing him to believe it probable.” 

Mr. Boddington added that Rostand’s 
sweeping replies and rather lofty attitude 
before the commission charged with collect- 
ing evidence did not do his case any good 


on this side of the Atlantic,

“SOCIETIES. 


Annual Ceremony of Slapping Men 
Chosen for Membership in Exclu- 
sive Organizations Performed on 
the Campus — Several Unexpected 
Disappointments—West Well Rep- 
resented in the Selections—Lists of 
Those Who Were Taken.

THEMIS MAKES BAD COIN 


EUSTIN J. BATCHELDER ARREST- 
ED AS A COUNTERFEITER, 


Kaowledge of Science Brought to His 
Aid in the Manufacture of Bogus 
Gold and Silwer Pieces—Desplaines 
Street Detectives Surprise Him in 
His Laboratory in West Randolph 
Street—Others Are Sought—Tries to 
Drink Poison When Arrested, 


, Surrounded by volumes whose contents 
denoted his knowledge of chemistry and civil 
engineering, Eustin J. Batchelder was ar- 
rested yesterday by Detectives Mulvihill and 
Dempsey of the Desplaines Street Station 
and charged with being the leader of a band 
of expert counterfeiters. 

As the detectives forced their way into his 
rooms at 287 West Randolph street they 
were met by Batchelder, who protested in- 
dignantly. 

“This is an outrage,’ he declared, “ and 
I will demand full reprisal if you do not leave 
this place instantly.”’ 

“ We have-heard that counterfeiting moldé 
and money are hidden here,’’ declared Demp- 
sey, “‘ and we are going to search the place.” 

are mistaken,’ answered Batchelder, 
‘“*I am a chemist and civil engineer. The 
instruments you see scattered about are 
those used in my profession.”’ 

“That’s just what we believe,’’ was the 
detective’s reply as he kicked at a box 
lying near the door. 


Quart of Gold Pieces. 

The cover flew open, revealing a quart 

measure full of what appeared to be newly 
minted $5 and $10 gold pieces. Without a re- 
ply Batchelder turned and sprang toward a 
corner of the room and grasped something 
lying on the table. As he lifted it he was 
caught by Mulvihill and the object was 
wrenched from him. 
' Instead of the weapon expected by the po- 
lice, it was a smal! bottle of fluid, which later 
Batchelder said was a poison of his own com- 
pounding. 

**T never expected to be taken to a police 
station except on a stretcher,’ he said, ‘‘ and 
that may be the way I'll be taken out any- 
way. Anything rather than a cell.” 

The rooms occupled by the counterfeiter 
were searched, and spurious money, repre- 
senting a value of almost $1,000 was found. 
Most of the coins were in the form of $5 and 
$10 gold pieces, although many bogus silver 
dollars were found. The composition of 
which the coins were manufactured is de- 
clared to be one known only to Batchelder. 


Coins Skillfully Made. 


Captain Thomas Porter, who assisted in 
the search of the place, asserted that they 
were as dangerous counterfeits as any he 
had seen in several years. Although Bat- 
chelder asserts that none had been passed, 
many of them are supposed to be in circula- 
tion. 

The prisoner refuses to reveal the identity 
of his confederates or talk of himself. He 
is not known to the police, but letters found 
in his possession indicate that he isthe son of 
a prominent manufacturer of St. Johns- 
bury, Vt. 


SUES TO DEPOSE ILES AS 
COOK COUNTY TAX LAWYER. 


Emil Carlson Alleges That the Attor- 
ney’s Services Are Not Needed and 
Involve Large and Useless Expense. 


The contract which Attorney Robert 8. les 
has with the county to prosecute foreclosure 
suits on ail Cook County lands forfeited to 
the State for non-payment of general taxes 
was attacked yesterday in a bill filed in the 
Circuit Court by Emil Carlson, a “ citizen 
and a taxpayer,’’ who seeks to have the con- 
tract set aside. He asks that Attorney lies, 
Samuel B. Raymond, John J. Hanberg, and 
the County board be restrained from all fur- 
ther action under the contract, and demands 
that the county be refunded ali money al- 
leged to have been diverted by virtue of the 
contract. 

‘* Your orator alleges,’ says the bill, “‘ that 
Ties has already received $100,000 under some 
alleged contract as authority from the Coun- 
ty Treasurer for services in attempting to 
collect taxes against individual taxpayers, 
thus diverting trom the public treasury to 
the pocket of said Iles moneys of the city 
and county and State and taxing corpora- 
tions, which moneys couid be appiied to save 
the lives and health and better the condition 
of the peopie therein.”’ 

Carison further declares that County 
Treasurer Raymond and President Hanberg 
of the County board “* have taken part in 
illegally and wrongtully diverting to the pri- 
vate use of said iles such pubiic moneys’ 
taken under pretense and color of payment 
of contingent fees to said lles in prosecuting 
said suits at the rate of 25 cents to the dollar 
of the taxes and forfeitures therein claimed.” 

According to the bill the contract under 
which lies secured his appointment was a 
contract “unlawfully and wrongfully ob- 
tained by said Iles in payment of a politicai 
debt’ from the County Commissioners in 
December, 1800. 

The complaint asserts that the regular ap- 
pointed attorneys of the State could do tne 
work.

MINERS DECIDE WATT. 


STRIKE COMMITTEE ADJOURNS 
WITHOUT ACTION. 


Washeries in Entire Anthracite Dis- 
trict Shutting Down—Price of Coal 
Pat Up to High Mark-—Engineers 
and Pump Tenders Likely to Make 
Terms and Remain at Work—Mich- 
figan Unions Are in Favor of a Gen- 
eral Tieup. 


Wilkesbarre, Pa., May. 22.—The tenth day 


off quietly; not a single incident developed 
which would in any way change the present 
situation. 

Rumors were rife that something was 
about tv take place that would alter the 
status quo conditions of the negotiations, but 
they were promptly denied by leaders of 
both sides to the controversy. The action 
of the convention of the three District Execu- 
tive committees today no doubt had much 
to do with these rumors. The members of 
the committees spent the greater part of the 
time about strike headquarters and abso- 
lutely nothing was done. 

The committeemen went into session short- 
ly after 10 o'clock and in less than half an 
hour a recess was taken until 1:30 p.m. It 
was nearly 2:30 o'clock, however, when the 
distriet leaders were again called together, 
but before all of them could get up to the 
meeting-room final adjournment was an- 
nounced and most of the members of the 
three committees immediately left for their 
respective homes. The three district Presi- 
dents are still here, 

Mr. Mitchell said that at the morning ses- 
sion the committees took up general busi- 
ness In connection with the suspension, but 
he did not care to say what the nature of it 
was, 

The brief meetings gave rise to the story 
that the union was waiting for some in- 
formation, possibly from New York, upon 
which action was to be taken. This was em- 
phatically denied by Mr. Mitchell. Prominent 
mining superintendents who were ap- 
proached on the subject said they had no 
information from either New York or Phila- 
deiphia or anywhere elge. One of them 
went so far as to say he did not expect any- 
thing that would alter the situation to come 
from the operators’ side for some time. 


May Make Peace with Engineers. 


Regarding the demands made by the en- 
gineers, firemen, and pumpmen, a prominent 
labor official said today that he had re- 
ceived indirect information which made him 
feel almost sure that one of the big coal 
companies had decided or is about to decide 
to grant these men what they have asked 
for. When the attention of the superinten- 
dent of one of the largest companies in the 
field was called to this, he said: 

* As far as I know, this is not true. Speak- 
ing for our company, I can say that a def- 
inite plan has not yet been finally decided 
upon. We have two or three ways in which 
to meet the latest move of the union, and 


we have ten days’ time to think the matter 
over.”’ 


Operators Ready to Fight. 

Another official of one of the large coal 
companies whose duties are such that he 
must be kept informed of what takes place 
in the coal fields, said tonight the big coal 
companies have quietly been preparing for 
a strike of the engineers, firemen, and pump- 
men, and that if the men were to go out to- 
morrow the operators would be prepared to 
keep their pumps in operation. 

This would be done, he said, by replacing 
the strikers with non-union men and mine 
bosses. He further added he had no infor- 
mation that would lead him to believe that 
the companies would accede to the request 
of the union. 

President Mitchell kept close to his office 
allday. He would say nothing regarding the 
call for the special national convention, 
which will meet in Indianapolis probably 
three weeks hence. 


Will Pay Off at Shamokin. , 


Shamokin, Pa., May 22.—The Mineral, Min- 
ing and Railroad company posted notices to= 
day announcing that employés now on strike 
would be paid in full tomorrow and Satur- 
day. Individual operators will also square 
up accounts with the miners. Between $250,- 
000 and $300,000 will be paid out to workmen 
between here and Mount Carmel by Satur- 
day night. | 


Coal Prices Marked Up. 

New York, May 22.—Convinced that weeks, 
and possibly months, may elapse before the 
miners’ strike shall have been settled, retail 
coal dealers here have advanced the price of 
anthracite coal to a maximum of $8.50 a ton, 
and, at the same time, marked up bituminous 
to $4.50 when purchased in small quantities. 
To consumers of large quantities of soft coal 
a rate of $3.85 was quoted. 


Stop Work at Washery. 


Tamaqua, Pa., May 22.—Led by a drummer 
and a bugler, several Hundred striking 
miners marched on the Smith-Meyers wash- 
ery this morning. A sentry posted in a 
tree fired his gun as a warning to the men 
at tke washery that the strikers were ap- 
proaching. Operations were at once discon- 
When the strikers were within fifty 
yards of the operation they were met by 
Charies Meyers, one of the operators. Mr. 
Meyers. appealed to them not to damage 
any property or to injure any of the men. 
He said that he would pledge his word that 
not a pound of coal wbuld be washed until 
the strike had been settled. 


Independent Mine at Work. 


Hazleton, Pa., May 22.—Mattheias 
Schwabe, a small independent operator, to- 
day started up his colliery at South Heber- 
ton. All of his miners are to receive the 
wages demanded by the mine workers, 


Pittston Washeries Stopped. 
Pittston, Pa., May 22.—A new phase devel- 
oped here in the mine strike today when all 
the washeries in this district controlled by 
the Erie company shut down. They have 
been running steadily, turning out 6,000 tons 
of coal daily. The shutdown was due to or- 
ders received from New York last night. 


Michigan Union Takes Action. 

Saginaw,:Mich., May 22.—([Special.]—The 
Executive board of the United Mine Work- 
ers of Michigan met here today, National 
Vice President T. L. Lewis also being here. 
The board took up the appeal from the 
anthracite districts in Pennsylvania for a 
call on President Mitchell for a special con- 
vention to consider a strike of the entire 
national body of mine workers. After dis- 
cussion the Executive board decided to offi- 
cially sign the appeal for the convention. 
The board also formulated plans for con- 
iinuing the «trike, and tomorrow sixteen 
men will be sent to the principal cities in 
Michigan, Ohio, Indiana, and Illinois to 
solicit funds for strikers here, who have been 
out since April 1 and have lost $300,000 In 
wages.

DR. EMMETT ENOS PREDICTED 
COMING INSANITY. 
Former Superintendent of Kankakee 
Insane Hospital Becomes Violent 
After Unusual Mental Strain — Had 
Discussed His Case with Associates 
Before He Resigned Position—Ex- 
perts Hold Out Ne Hope of His Re- 

covery. 


Kankakee, Iil., 
Emmett Enos, formerly superintendent of 
the Hospith! for the Insane here, who be- 


feared the derangement which overtook him 
and had foretold correctly just what would 
develop in his particular case. ; 

He is now a raving maniac, constantly 
guarded by ‘three trained attendants, and 
the physicians in consultation over his case 
belleve the hospital he formerly directed 
will be the best place for him in the future. 

When Dr. Enos resigned last February, to 
take up practice at his home in Herscher, 
near Here, he discussed his case with his 
assistants and said that he feared there 
was no hope for his recovery, 80, under the 
circumstances, he thought he had best leave 
the hospital and take up less burdensome 
duties, 

There is no hope for his recovery, accord- 
ing to experts, who have made a careful 
examination of his case. With the lapse 
of time he will become less violent, but his 
death is a matter of only a few years. 


Becomes Violent and Irrational. 


Dr. Enos Tuesday night gave unmistaka- 
ble signs of mental aberration. Symptoms 
of his incurable malady manifested them- 
selves soon after his attendance on a case 
with his colleague, Dr. Van Doren. The 
patient, a child, died In convulsions. 

Dr. Enos was in nowise responsib!e for 
this death. About midnight Tuesday he 
drove wildly into the country. On his re- 
turn he informed his friends that he had 
called to see Ole T. Olson, a rich farmer, in- 
terested in gold mines. 

**Mr. Olson swallowed a gold brick,” said 
the physician on his return, “and it will 
be necessary for him to undergo an opera- 
tion.” 

This was only one indication the physician 
had given of approaching lunacy, but it was 
the most prominent. 

His wife and friends agreed that it would 
be better to place him under surveillance, 
and this was done. Soon afterward his 
mind became a complete blank and he lost 
the power of recognizing his wife, his two 
little children, and his friends. Today he 
recognized them, but only at intervals.

They then held the red hot and burning tim- 
bers to his neck, and afterward burned his 
clothes off. 


Crowd Demands Slow Death. 


The negro screamed in agony. The tor- 
ture continued, while the crowd clamored 
for a slow death and the negro, writhing ana 
groaning, begged piteously to be shot. Mrs. 
McKee was brought to the scene in a car- 
riage, accompanied by four other women, 
and an effort was made to get the carriage 
close enough for her to see the negro. The 
crowd was so dense, however, that this was 
impossible. 

Persons held each other on their shoulders, 
taking turn about lookingjat the awful sight. 
The negro’s head finally dropped and the ties 
were piled around and over him. In half an 
hour only the trunk of his body remained. 


Grewsome Souvenirs Sought. 
As soon as the heat would permit, the 


Parts of the skull and body were 
gathered up by some and carried away. As 
the fire died down the crowd took the two 


over their heads, while they held their rifles 
in their hands and were photographed. 

From the time the first fire was applied to 
the negro’s body until the dying embers alone 
were left the crowd yelled and cheered for 
the men who had chased the negro. 


Husband Applies the Match.

DEATH OF STARTER CALDWELL. 


Well-Known Racing Official Expires 
Suddenly at Saratoga of 


Apoplexy. 


Saratoga, N. Y., May 22.—[Special.}— 
James F. Caldwell, who during the last quar- 
ter of a century acted as starter on sub- 
stantially all of the leading racetracks in 
America, died suddenly of apoplexy at his 
cottage on Nelson avenue this morning.

PUNK WAR ON MOSOUITORS 


LITTLE TORCHES CARRIED BY 
RESIDENTS OF HYDE PARK. 


Procession of Women Waving Burn- 
ing Sticks in Battle for Comfort with 
the Insects—Find Relief on the Lake 
Shore—Professor Edwin P. Jordan 
Says Stagnant Pools Are Breeding 
Spots for Malaria-Bearing Pests and 
Advises Filling Them at Once. 


Small punk torches were much in evidences 
in Hyde Park and Englewood last night, as 
an emergency mosquito preventive. Hun- 
dreds of women in the residence districts 
carried the little fambeaux and waved them 
about their faces and heads, the small puffs 
of smoke putting the mosquitoes to rout. 
While the pests were not in as large num- 
bers as a few nights ago, there were still 
enough to make life a burden to those who 
were exposed to them: From Drexel boule- 
vard east to the lake the waving of the 
sparks told of the battle South-Siders were 
waging in their fight for comfort. 
Vine-covered porches séemed to be the lair 
of the mosquito. These balconies were 
quickly deserted and the residents sought 
the steps or the lawn to be further quaran- 
tined. Even there the spark from the torch 
could be seen, and on the Illinois Central 
suburban trains the odor of burning punk 
was plainly noticed. Some women who had 
ventured out with low-neck and short-sleeve 
dresses sought other garments early in the 
evening. 


Relief Along Lake Shore. 
The nearer the lake, however, the less the 


mosquitoes bothered one. South of the Mid- 
Way they were fewer in numbers and less 


north of the grass plot. Hundreds of peo- 
ple sought the street cars to be in a position 
to travel by the humming pest before one 
could land on the face or hand. Washing- 
ton Park practically was deserted, but along 
the shores of the lake'in Jackson Park many 
found some relief from the mosquitoes. 


Stagnant Pools Breeding Spots. 
“All pools of water that are allowed to 
stand from four to six weeks are breeding 
spots for the malaria-breeding mosquito, 
and should be filled in at once,” said Pro- 
fessor Edwin O. Jordan of the University 
of Chicago last night. His conclusions have 
been reached only after an exhaustive study 
of the mosquito family. 

“So far as science and entimology have 
‘discovered,’ continued the’ professor, this 
is the only tribe of the mosquito family that 
conveys from one person to another the 
dread malaria. One of them will suck a 
portion of the blood front the malaria laden 
human body. This goes through a process 
in the body of the mosquito, and finally the 
germ reaches the poison bag OF the pest. 
Then, at the first bite, it is transmitted to 
another subject, thus spreading i.e disease. 

Chicago is comparatively.free from ma- 
laria, and this probably is due to the rarity 
of this family of mosquitoes in this section 
of the country. Such undertakings as the 
sanitary canal and railroads promote the 
growth of this species. Water forms in pools 
and the eggs of the mosquito are hatched 
out on the surface of the water. The warm- 
er the temperature of the pool the quicker 
Will be the hatching process. aed 

Pest Carried by the Wind. 

“The mosquito seldom migrates. excep 
By it is carried on the winds. The shower 
of the insects here a few days ago was the 
result of the winds bringing them in from 
the marshes. Crude oll poured in small 
quantities in stagnant pools spreads out over 
the surface and _ suffocates the young 
mosquito and destroys the egg. This, how- 
ever, has to be any at least once a month 

Iways effective. 
adios! fraternity knows of only 
one other mosquito that is pest-bearing. 
This is the stegomyia, or distributer of the 
yellow fever germ. The best evidence of 
this is the tests made tn the last two or 
three years on Cuban soil. Since the sani- 
tary improvements have been made in Ha- 
vana and men have been at work filling 
in the stagnant pools around the city, the 
stegomyia is not as prevalent as before, and, 
as a result, there has been less yellow fever 
in Cuba than was ever before known in the 


history of the island.”

WRIT MAILED BY PACKERS 


AGENTS FURNISHED COPIES OF 
JUDGE GROSSCUP’S ORDER. 


Instructions Also Given for a Strict 
Observance of the Injunction and to 
Disregard “AN Agreements Hereto- 
fore Existing—Defendants Assure 
Government's Attorneys They Will 
Comply with the Raling Until the 
Case Is Finally Settled. 


The Chicago packers charged with main- 
taining a beef trust have sent thousands of 
coples of Judge Grosscup’s temporary in- 
junction broadcast throughout the country. 
With copies of the writ have been included 
circulars to all agents for the packers calling 
for a strict observance of the order. 

Even in these instructions to agents there 
is a tacit admission that agreements had 
been maintained by the packers. This is 
shown by the advices telegraphed by Ar- 
mour & Co. and signed by J. Ogden Armour, 
President, to H. E. Barber, the company’s 
local manager at Seattle, Wash. 


Disregard All Agreements. 

Mr. Barber was directed hereafter to “ dis- 
regard all verbal or written agreements’”’ 
he may have had in that territory with 
other supply houses. He was notified that 
the Seattle branch was to do business “ en- 
tirely as an independent concern,'’ paying no 
heed to any past understandings with other 
local branches of Eastern houses. 

In addition to the instructions sent to their 
agents, the defendants, through John 58. 
Miller, as their counsel, have given their 
pledge to the federal attorneys of a full and 
complete compliance with all the terms of the. 
writ. A policy of complete submission to the 
mandates of the court will be followed pend- 
ing a final decision in the case. 


Anticipates the Marshal. 

The discovery of the activity of the packers | 
in sending out copies of the injunetion order 
was made by Deputy United States Marshal 
Bach. When he called on Gustavus F. Swift, 
President of Swift & Co., to make the serv- 
ice of the writ, he was at Once admitted into 
the private office of the packer. 

“Good morning, sir,’ was Mr. Swift's 
greeting. “‘ What can I do for you?” 

Deputy Bach took one of the writs from his 
pocket and was about to hand it to the 
packer. 

‘* Have one on me,” interrupted Mr. Swift, 
and he handed the deputy a printed copy of 
the injunction. 

Then it was learned that all the defendants 
in the government’s bill were distributing 
copies of the writ,

‘* While the packers haye not admitted any 
of the acts complained of,"’ said one of those 
interested in the prosecution, they have 
given their assurances that none of their acts’ 
will be contrary to the terms of the order 
as made by Judge Grosscup.”’

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ARGUES FOR BRANCH BANKING. 


Horace White, Editor of the New York 
Evening Post, Gives Views on 
Financial Legislation. 


[From the Commercial West.] 

The veteran journalist and probably most 
learned of all financial! scholars in the United 
States, Horace White, editor of the New 
York Evening Post, by his address at Kansas 
City this week enriched the subject of branch 
banking with i eontribution as original, 
sound, and convincing as that delivered be- 
fore the bankers of Milwaukee the previous 
week by James B. Forgan, President of the 
First National Bank of Chicago—an address 
of which we expressed an opinion in our last 
issue, that it. was probably the ablest and 
most original contribution to the subject of 
branch banking that had ever appeared. 

Two sterly addresses such as these are 
timely in their relationship to the Fowler 
financial bill, one of the leading features of 
which is the authorization of branch banks 
in any part of the country. The prejudices 
of country bankers, added to the natural dis- 
position of Congress to take no action of any 
sort in the direction of banking and currency 
reform, will probably prevent passage of the 
Fowler bill. But the likely defeat of that 
bill’ at the present session cannot be laid to 
non-présentment of clear, vigorous argu- 
ment and overwhelming evidence from au- 
thorities of generally recognized reliability 
in favor of the principles for which the biil 
stands. 

Mr. White, in his Kansas City address, said 
that if he were a banker and belieyed that 
branch banking would interfere with his 
business, he would be opposed to it. But he 
believed branch banking would be profitable 
to all banks in both city and country, that it 
would extend and enlarge, instead of crip- 
ple their business, and, that after trying It, 
they would wonder why they were ever op- 
posed to it. Generally speaking, it would be 
beneficial for the same reason that “ in union 
there is strength.”” It would not be a guar- 
antee against bad banking and internal dry 
rot, but it would protect against accidents 
and external calamities. 

It would reduce the total expense of banks, 
increase confidence in them, and tend to 
lower and make more uniform rates of inter- 
est; would afford facilities for communicat- 
ing knowledge of the relative needs of busi- 
nese in different places and for responding to 
them; would enable bank offices and agencies 
to be established in places that are too small 
to support regular banks. Were branch bank- 
ing allowed, weak country banks would try 
not to be caught napping, in the competition 
to become affiliated with the strong outside 
institutions, which in their compétition to se- 
cure branches would pay eae prices to 


secure control of stock of smaller banks. 

Mr. White thinks asset currency and 
branch banking “ fit together nicely,” and ha 
isin favor of both. There is thus some differ- 
ence of opinion between him and Mr. Forgan, 


who thinks that a great system of branch | 


banks should first be established before the 
nation adopts asset currency. But itis doubt- 
ful if either of the two reforms will ever 
come if one is made to wait for the other. 
We agree with Mr. White that the two “ fit 
together nicely.”

Large Sales at Seaboard.

Local sales reported 
Were 100,000 bu low grade spring worked 
late Wednesday. There was a good demand 
for hard winter, but none obtainable. 

Clearances were 263,992 bu. The North- 
western Miller estimates the Kansas crop 
at half that of last year, Texas at 8,000,000 
bu, Oklahoma at 10,000,000 bu, and Oregon 
at 15,000,000 bu to 10,000,000 less than last 
year. The Price Current declared the con- 
dition less uniformly favorable, wheat head- 
ing low in instances. 

The Northwest movement showed no in- 
crease, 108 cars at the two points, against 
206 a year ago, and primary receipts were 
215,306 bu, compared with 290,796 bu a year 
ago. Minneapolis got only 938,840 bu. The 
local out inspection was 197,000 bu, and 
shipments were 226,368 bu, compared with 
receipts of 14,875 bu. In the pit trade there 
Was general commission selling of July 
under 74c, Logan-Bryan, Nash-Wright, and 
Counselman-Day conspicuous. Shorts and 
privilege holders checked the decline, and 
buying by Milmine Bodman for New York 
account turned the market up. There was 
some buying of December, against sales 
of July and September, and Nash-Wright 
took back a line sold early.

There have been such frequent and heavy 
rains in Kansas that it is to be presumed.

soaking to the normal depth. At least there 
have been no complaints for some time of 
any lack of moisture there. 

The Secretary of the Kansas Millers’ asso- 
ciation writes that the Kansas yield will 
probably be from 50,000,000 bu to 55,000,000 
bu. The next thing in order will be a con- 
tradiction from the President of the associa- 
tion. 

“They say there is no corn moving,” sald 
James G. Martin of the Northern Grain com- 
pany, “ but the country is selling and there 
will be good receipts in the next thirty days, 
all that any one will want.’’ 

There was a good deal of dispute about 
the character of the export business at the 
seaboard yesterday, sales of wheat there put 
at 512,000 bu. It was claimed 160,000 bu were 
simply transferred between export houses, 
but not sold for export, and that 104,000 bu 
No. 2 hard already afloat were sold to Liver-. 
pool at 10%c over Chicago July, or less by 244c 
than it could be replaced for here. The for- 
eign demand would appear from this to be 
much poorer than the domestic demand. 
There is so little No. 2 hard winter here it is 
hard to buy at any reasonable figure. Lohr- 
ke, who is not prone to exaggeration, reported 
the export business at 512,000 bu. 

The wheat trade took some interest in the 
statement of the Northwestern Miller, giv- 
ing lower estimates of the yield-in the South- 
west than generally looked for. It says: 
“Reports of correspondents regarding the 
growing crop of wheat are not discouraging, 
but are not so promising as they were two 
weeks ago. In Kansas, however, the out- 
look seems to be brighter than it was then, 
owing to plentiful rains that have fallen 
generally. There is much wheat beyond re- 
covery in parts of the State, and fairly re- 
liable estimates place the total yield in Kan- 
sas at about one-half whatadt was last year. 
The Oklahoma crop is placed at 10,000,000 
bu and that of Texas at about 8,000,000 bu.” 

The Price Current says: ‘‘ The week has 
been a little less uniformly favorable for 
vegetation than the preceding week, but 
conditions of all crops are maintained. 
Wheat is fairly good, but heading low in 
some instances.”’ 

The Indiana State Statistician has reports 
showing a net loss of 31-3 points in wheat 
condition so far in May. 

There were reports from Houston, Tex., 
that the oats harvest was in full swing near 
there and yields of 80 bu per acre reported. 
Mr. Walker, manager of the Texas Grain 
and Flour company, with stations all over 
Texas, who was in Chicago recently, says, 
however, that the Texas oats crop is poor 
and little of it will be cut.

The bank statement tomorrow promises 
to be a fairly.good one. Up to Wednesday 
night the Subtreasury had lost $618,800 in 
its operations with the banks. Meantime 
New York exchange in Chicago has been 
above the shipping point, and currency to 
the amount of at least $1,750,000 has been 
sent to New York. Unless, therefore, there 
has been a large expansion in loans and an 
increase in deposits the statement should 
show a good gain in the excess reserve.

GREED REVISION 
REPORT ADOPTED 


Presbyterian Assembly Unan- 
imous Over Declaration 
of Faith. 


ONE MEMBER IN TEARS. 


Former Moderator Denounces 
Pope of Rome and Is Cheered 
by Delegates. 


i 


New York, May 22.—[Special.]—The report 
of the Creed Revision committee was adopted 
unanimously by the Presbyterian General 
assembly today. Only two members voted 
in the negative on the eleven overtures, and 
one of these, the Rev. Fleming G. Raliley, 
wept when he realized that he was défeated. 
The brief statement of faith was adopted 
by a unanimous vote. 

Sentiment in the assembly so rapidly 
crystallized in favor of adopting the com- 
mittee’s report that the liberals, who had 
in mind a reference only, today moved the 
adoption of both the overtures and the re- 
formed faith statement. The event proved 
a Presbyterian love feast, marking an epoch 
in the denomination in America. 

The Fifth Avenue church was crowded 
with eager expectants of hot debates, but in 
one hour and forty minutes all was over, and 
at exactly 12 o’clock the assembly sang 
“ All People That on Earth Do Dwell,” and 
listened to Moderator Van Dyke read the 

@  psalmist’s words about it being blessed to 
dwell in unity. 

Former Moderator Minton, as chairman 
of the committee, made the report, relating 
how a Washington hotel clerk had written 
that his hostelry would be giad to entertain 
the Presbyterian Division committee. He 
said it was not division, but unanimity that 
was sought. The Presbyterian church has 

: been misunderstood in some of its doctrinal! 
etatements. 


Minton Urges Adoption. 


The rast assembly directed revision and 
change, and it is not fair, at this time, he 
said, to vote against the report ordered by 
the action of last year, because it might 
be thought unwise to have a revision. The 
committee had no hidden attempt to kill 
Calvinism, but it is not healthy for any 
religious body to have to spend time ex- 
plaining its doctrinal standards, and he was 
glad the time had arrived, after twenty-five 
years of discussion, to end the matter by_ 
unanimous action. 

‘President Moffatt of Washington and Jef- 
ferson college moved the adoption of the 
eleven overtures by the assembly and their 
reference to presbyteries. Mention of the 
salvation of infants brought the loudest 
applause, showing that the supposed Cal- 
vinistic belief of the past is repudiated 
thoroughly. i 

President Kerr of Belleyue college, Omaha, 
seconded the motion, and following him 
came the Rev. Dr. Booth of New York, whose 
appearance on the platform proved that the 
conservatives were routed before the voting. 

Moderator Van Dyke, being called on, 
having been a member of the committee, 
said parties within the Presbyterian church 
have been differing over a fence, while all 
of them were within the large line of the 
reformed faith. 


Two Votes Against Report. 

The vote to adopt and send down to the 

presbyteries was unanimous, save for two 
votes given in weak voices, one of them 
by Commissioner Goff of Louisville pres- 
bytery and the other by Commissioner 
Fleming G. Railey of the Florida presby- 
tery. 
“Tam against the adoption of the report,” 
said Dr. Railey. ‘‘I have never found any 
difficulty with the old standards. They have 
lighted the way for me and mine across the 
river, all the way. I feel that this revision 
is but the entering wedge, and how far it 
will go no one can tell.”’ 

Here the speaker broke down and wept. 

Former Moderator Minton moved the 
adoption of the brief statement, authorizing 
it to be printed with the endorsement of the 
assembly, and its use in the churches. 


Pope of Rome Is Denounced. 


“ Regarding the Pope of Rome,” said Dr. 
Minton, “ the confession distinctly says the 
Pope is the anti-Chrisf and the son of perdi- 
tion. Now, if that was true, and if we want 
to say it—let it stand. If not true, or if 
true and we do not wish to say it, take it 
out. 

“I believe that the Pope is anti-Christ 
on general principles. I am quite willing 
to declare in the face of the Vatican, or 
the whole world, for that matter, that the 
Pope, using the crown rights of Jesus Christ, 
is anti-Christ and the son of perdition. The 
committee followed the only proper course 
to pursue by broadening the statement.”’ 

Dr. Minton resented the accusation brought 
that the Presbyterian Church believed in 
infant damnation. 

“The critics and enemies of the Pres- 
byterian church have rolled it under their 
tongues as a sweet morsel that we believe 
in infant damnation. We resent the accusa- 
tion that this chapter contemplates any such 
interpretation.’’ 

Several men who hope to be chosen 
Moderator next year displayed their oratory. 
The Rev. Dr. Duffield of New York said it 
would be a glorious day for Presbyterianism 
when the words “ liberal’’ and “ conserva- 
tive ’’ were heard no more. 

The Rev. Dr.-R. 8. Holmes, representing 
the Pittsburg presbytery and that western 
Pennsylvania conservative element which 
has fought all change, endorsed the recom- 
mendation, and made an eloquent plea for 
absolute unanimity. This was given in a 
rousing vote a moment later, and the session 
concluded with a prayer by the Rev. Dr. 
Herrick Johnson of Chicago, in which he told 
the Almighty the whole history of the re- 
vision movement, pleaded for Presbyterian 
consecration to enter the open door of oppor- 
tunity, and gave thanks for the tremendous 
event which had just transpired. 

While expected by a f@w members, the 
event of today went far beyont anything 
anybody looked for. Party lines were wiped 
out. Three thousand enthusiastic Pres- 
byterians cheered everything, including the 
statement that the Pope had been bowed 
politely out of the Presbyterian confession, 
and at the adjournment handshaking and 
expression of universal rejoicing were every- 
where apparent. 


Swinging Toward Evangelism. 

Speaking upon the outcome, the Rev. Dr. 
Henry C. Minton, Chairman of the Revision 
committee, which is now a thing of the 
past, said that a swing of the pendulum 
is now certain toward evangelism. For 
twenty years the Presbyterian church has 
been hampered in its aggressive work. Every 
minister has been asked by the troubled 
‘pews the meaning of the elect infant clause, 
and the foreordination doctrine. The church 
has never believed that infants dying are 
unsaved, any more than it has believed in 
mathematical fatalism. No doctrineis more 
firmly established in the New Testamnet 
than that God is unwilling that one of his 
little ones should be lost. 


All at Heart of One Belief. 


The uneasiness that preceded the debate 
was shown in a story by Moderator Van 
Dyke about the Irishman who, returning 
to his wife with hat battered and clothes 
torn, said he had had a debate with his 
master Over a question concerning which 
they were both on the same side, and Presi- 
dent Moffatt, feeling his way into the as- 
sembly’s mind a little later, said he could 
roll all day over Calvinistic ground in an 
argument with people who theologically 
agreed with him. 

* The Rev. Dr. Duffield called the brief 
statement scholarly and devotional, with a 
flavor of the Jerusalem chamber. He said 
Presbyterianism now, as never before, is a 

respecter of the past, a sympathetic inter- 

ere preter of the present, and heir-apparent of 
the evangelism of the future. 

This afternoon, when part of tomorrow's 
program was taken up in advance, reports 
were made on the Presbyterian building in 


Pew York, evangelical work, church erec- 


tion, temperance, and several other minor 
features of organized work. 


’ Mayor Low Greets Churchmen. 

Two thousand Presbyterians and their 
friends attended a reception tonight at the 
Waldorf-Astoria, given by the Presbyterian 
Union. Mayor Low welcomed the assem- 
bly, and said the creed revision today means 
religious progress, not of Presbyterians 
alone but of all Christian bodies. 

Moderator Van Dyke, in responding, 
brought forth tremendous applause by offer- 
ing to serve in any capacity—preacher, sex- 
ton, or tombstone maker—at the funeral of 
two terms, “ liberal’ and “ conservative,” 
as used heretofore in Presbyterian socials. 
He preferred, he concluded, to act as tomb- 
stone maker, and so write the epitaph, “Here 
lie two words that died from overwork.” 
He rejoiced in the creed now to be published 
to the churches because it can be preached, 
The reception was the most brilliant social 
event in the history of the Presbyterian 
Church in New York. 


Baptist Union Ends Session. 


St. Paul, Minn., 
American Missionary union closed its busi- 
ness late this afternoon. Tonight in Central 
Presbyterian Church was held the seventy- 
eighth anniversary of the American Baptist 
Publication society, whose two-day conven- 
tion will begin its sessions tomorrow. The 
annual report was presented by the Presi- 
dent, reviewing the year’s work, the results 
in the publishing department being aggre- 
gate sales of $674,795.18; in the missionary 
department receipts were $114,061.13. The 
total amount received during the year from 
all sources was $939,981.33. The work of the 
six chapel cars throughout the country is 
summarized, the results being that in these 
cars at least 10,000 persons have proressed 
‘conversion. One hundred and one churches 
have been organized and eighty-seven meet- 
ing-houses were erected at a cost of $110,000. 


FULLER AND MURRAY FREE; 


State Fails to Prove Its Case in the 
South Town Conspiracy Hearing— 
Printing Firm’s Books Not Found. 


Harry H. Fuller, former South Town Col- 
lector, and John 8S. Murray were cleared of 
the conspiracy charge against them yester- 
day when Judge Brentano ordered the jury 
to return a verdict of not guilty. John F. 
Bentley, Mr. Murray’s partner in the print- 
ing firm of Bentley, Murray & Co., fared 
worse. Last night he was under $1,000 bonds 
on a charge of contempt of court in not pro- 
ducing his firm’s books. 

The discharge of the two defendants came 
in the afternoon. When the evidence was all 
in their attorney, Francis W. Walker, made 
a motion that the case be taken from the 
jury. To this Judge Brentano said: 

“IT have watched alertly for the State to 
establish a connection between the two al- 
leged conspirators. But a hiatus has been 
left in the evidence. The link which might 
bind the two together in guiltis missing. The 
two defendants have not been proved guilty 
beyond a reasonabledoubt. I therefore shall 
instruct the jury to return a verdict of not 
guilty.” 

Mr. Bentley was placed on the stand.at the 
opening of court and examined by t 
State’s Attorney Barnes, 

*“ Where are the books of your firm from 
September, 1900, to March, 1901?’ asked Mr. 
Barnes. 

“TI do not know,” Mr. Bentley answered. 

** Where did you look for them?’’ 

** T looked in all the usual places where they 
are kept and in many unusual places—in 
vaults, safes, on shelves, in drawers.” 

Then Mr. Barnes asked that the court enter 
an order committing the witness to jail and 
imposing a fine upon him for contempt. 

“Bentley has done nothing but blindfold 
himself and walk into his vaults,’’ Mr. Barnes 
declared. 

Judge Brentano then ordered the contempt 
case against Mr. Bentley docketed and 
placed the witness under $1,000 bonds. He 
gave bond when court adjourned at noon, his 
bondsman being Patrick More, 28 Edgemour 
avenue. | 

Two other indictments remain to be tried 
against Fuller. One charges him with carry- 
ing G. Hoerlein on the pay rolls of the South 
Town as deputy collector for three weeks at 
a salary of $30 a week. He did this, it is 
charged, to pay the man a bill for cleaning 
his carpets. The other charges him with 
conspiracy with Supervisor Lawlor to de- 
fraud the town of $8,000,

FOR STATESTREET REALTY. 


Business Firm Acquires Lease of Prop- 
erty at 138-144 and Will Erect a 12- 
Story, Steel Construction Building. 


Another important State street improve- 
ment will follow the acquirement of the 
leasehold interest of the property at 138-144 
State street. It was purchased from the 
Philbin estate by the firm of Stumer, Rosen- 
thal & Eckstein and La Verne W. Noyes for 
$85,000. 

The firm of Stumer, Rosenthal & Eckstein 
acquire by this purchase an undivided three- 
quarter interest in this leasehold and Mr. 
Noyes takes the remaining quarter. 

The property has a frontage of 72 feet 
and a depth of 120 feet, and it is the purpose 
of the purchasers to improve it soon with a 
twelve-story, steel construction building, the 
greater portion of which willin all probabili- 
ty be occupied by the business of the firm. 

The Philbins are minor grandchildren of 
the late Thomas Mackin, to whom the land 
was leased in 1880. The present improve- 
ments are a four-story and basement build- 
ing.
